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Inspector Edward McCann took the witness 
gtand late yesterday in his own defense. 

For forty minutes, while the packed audi- 
ence hushed itself to listen, the accused man 
looked into the eyes of the jury and laid the 
foundation for a story which his attorneys 
believe will convince the jury that the 
chartzes of extorting bribes brought against 
him by west side resort keepers constitute 
only a plot to ruin him. It was the most 
dramatic period reached thus far in the big 
trial. 

McCann on the stand carried a face that 
looked as if it were hewh out of granite. It 
was set with the determination of a police- 
man accusing a criminal rather than that of 
@ defendant cringing under charges. Col. 
James Hamilton Lewis of counsel for the de- 
fense asked the questions. Inspector Mc- 
Cann's answers rang like the blows of a 
bammer, delivered with precision. The tone 
‘Implied a challenge to the state’s attorney, 
who this morning expects to deluge Mc- 
Cann with a fire of cross questions touching 
his relations with the characters of the Des- 
plaines street vice district. 


McCann Tells Life Story. ; 
When the story was halted by the adjourn- 
ment of court McCann had laid the founda- 
tion for a detailed story of his side of the 
ease. He had carried the jury from the day 
ugh the time 
of his early life in Ulinois as a coal miner, 
through the precarious period when he came 
to Chicago with two carloads of sheep, and 
up to and beyond the day when he became 
inspector of police in the Desplaines street 
district. He had begun a recital which in- 
eluded orders from former Chief of Police 
George M. Shippy to draw a tight curb on 
places devoted to vice. He told of the man- 
ner in which he said he followed out the or- 
ders of his chief. 

While Col. Lewis held before him a red 
book containing the names and addresses of 
the disreputables of the west side, McCann

Sept. 17, by Wireless to Cape Race, N. F. 


Tell the people of America to have the 
fullest confidence in my conquest of the pole. 
I have records of observations made by me 
which will prove my claim. I shall be glad 
again to set foot on American soll.“ 

This was the message Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook today gave to his countrymen as he 
nears home on the steamer Oscar II., bound 
from Christiansand, Norway, to New York. 
The Oscar II. is due to arrive next Monday. 

Dr. Cook discussed freely the assertions of 
Commander Peary that he (Cook) had never 
reached the north pole, and gave a detailed 
story of the causes that brought about dis- 
sensions between the two explorers. 


Peary Finds Depot at Annatok. 

When he departed for the north, Dr. Cook 
said, he left a depot of provisione at Annatok, 
north of Etah, in charge of Rudolph Francke 
and several Eskimos. Francke had instruc- 
tions to go south aboard a whaler and ge- 
turn later. This he did, but missed the re- 
turning vessel owing to illness. He then was 
taken aboard Peary’s ship, the Roosevelt, 
and proceeded north. 

Commander Peary foundimy supply depot 
at Annatok,”. Dr. Cook continued, and 
‘the Eskimos in charge told him I was dead, 
which they en believed to be true at the 
time. 

‘‘ Peary placed two men in charge of the 
depot, Boatswain Murphy and another. Har- 
ry Whitney, the New Haven hunter, also re- 
mained there. Murphy had orders not to 
search for me, but was told he could send 
Eskimos northward the following spring 
from the relief depot. 


Made Trading Station of It? 

When I returned from the pole, unexpect- 
edly, Harry Whitney was the first to see me 
and to tell me what had occurred, Whitney 
was placed in possession of the facts con- 
cerning my journey to the pole on condition 
that he would not inform Commander Peary 
or his men of them. At the same time the 
Eskimos who had accompanied me north 
were told to maintain the strictest silence. 
When I went into the depot there was a 
dispute between myself and Murphy, who 
delivered to me written instructions he had 
received from Peary, although he himself 
could neither read nor write. These instruc- 
tions showed that he was making a trading 
station of my depot, the contents of which 
had been used in trading for furs and skins.“ 


Threatened to Kick Them Out. 

Dr. Cook said he was intensely annoyed 
at this alleged wrongful use of his supplies, 
and threatened to kick out Murphy and his 
companions. Finally, however, he consent- 
ed to their remaining at the depot, as there 
was no other shelter in the vicinity for them. 

On one occasion Murphy asked me 
abruptly, Have you been beyond 87? Dr. 
Cook said. “‘ But I was determined not to 
let Peary know of my movements, and re- 
plied evasively that I had been much farther 
horth. From this statement has been con- 
cocted the declaration that I had said I had 
not reached the pole.” 

Dr, Cook declared that neither Harry 
Whitney nor his (Cook's) records are on 
board the steamer Roosevelt. and that there- 
fore Peary's information concerning him 
emanated from Boatswain Murphy, who 

knew nothing of his movements. Dr. Cook 
said also he had made arrangements for the 
two Eskimos who went with him to the 
pole and Knud Rasmussen, whom he met 
in Greenland, to go to New York and con- 
firm the story of his diacovery. 


Enjoying Rest on Ship. 

The explorer is enjoying his rest aboard 
ship after the strenuous days at Copen- 
hagen. He sleeps ten hours each night, and 
spends a long time daily in writing and in 
walking the decks and conversing with the 
American passengers. 

At 5:30 p. m. today, off Cape Race, a thick 
tog settled down, and the captain of the Oscar 
II. ordered the speed of the vessel reduced.

TWO COUPLES: LONG ADRIFT 


Four Young People Pass Night of 
Peril in Motor Boat, 


BURN SIGNAL LIGHTS IN VAIN 


Finally Picked Up in Morning and 
Towed to South Chicago.

After being tossed about all night long in 
trail motor boat fifteen miles from shore 
on Lake Michigan, four persons—two young 
men and two young women—were rescued by 
an ore freighter and towed to South Chicago 
yesterday. All day friends of the missing 
quartet searched for them and the sister of 
ohe of the men was under the cate of phy- 
sicians as a result of fright and worry. 

‘The members of the party who started out 
Thursday evening for an hour's ride along 
the north shore were Mrs. Mabelle Dalton, a 
student at the Bush Temple conservatory, 
and her roommate, Miss Ethel Baillageon 
of 1080 La Salle avenue; W. C. Buetow, a civil 
engineer employed by the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway, and Harry J. 
Wemett, a rubber salesman. 

“The engine of the motor boat, which be- 


after the party left the Lincoln park lagoon, 
where the motor boat is kept, and a stiff 
breeze drove the boat farther and farther off 
shore, while the young men endeavored in 
vain to learn what had gone wrong with the 
machinery and to repair it. 


Sister Collapses from Worry. 

Miss Dora Wemett, a sister of the boat’s 
owner, who resides at 1019 Dearborn avenue, 
the residence aiso of her brother and Mr. 
Buetow, became worried yesterday morning 
because her brother had not been at home 
all night and went to Lincoln park to see if 
he had taken out his boat. She learned that 
he had gone out the night before, and long 
before the four lake adventurers had re- 
turned late yesterday afternoon was in a 
state of collapse. 

The heroes and heroines of th 
had to tell thelr story over 6 
last night to anxious friends who came to 
inquire about their disappearance. 

It was awful,“ Mrs. Dalton gaid. “ We 
could not sleep, because the waves rocked 
the boat so that we had to sit and hang 
on tight for fear of going overboard. We 
couldn't have slept, anyway, because the 
fresh breeze had us almost numb from cold 
long before midnight, and we got so hungry 
that we didn’t want anything but something 
to eat. 


One Experience Enough. 

Tes, we had wanted to go on the boat, but 
not again—one experien¢e is enough to last 
we girls a lifetime. Mr. Wemett offered to 
take us just for a little ride, but we got a 
jot more than we bargained for. And you 
have no idea how we hoped the dozen boats 
we saw would see our signals and pick us 
up. But we were doomed to disappointment 
wot about 10 o'clock this morning, when she 
{ John A. Roebling sighted us When a 

of miles away and came up and threw us a 
line. It was my automobile veil that caught 
the eye of Capt. W. F. Cottrell, in command 
of the freighter.. We had it floating from the 
pike pole in the bow of the launch. 

“And he fed us—starved we were. They 
dropped a pailful of sandwiches at the end 
of a line to us and we ate every one of them. 
Then at South Chicago he took us abeard 
the freighter and gave us the best dinner it 
seems to me l ever ate. 

„Scared? Weill, a little, but we never 
showed the white feather once. But isn’t it 
wonderful what a lot a person can see when 
out of sight of land. Every little while 1 
would sight a boat and in a few moments it 
would be nothing but a white cap. In the 
morning after we had tried to hall a couple of 
boats without success a little wild canary 
bird, flew to the boat and perched himself on 
the railing. I knew it was a sign of good luck 
and we kept quiet so he wouldn't be frignt- 
ened away. It was only a few minutes after 
when the freighter sighted us.“ 


Signal All Night in Vain. 
All night the young men signaled for heip 
with the whistle, torches of gasoline soaked 
cloth and the fog bell without being an- 
swered. 

We had the real home made torches,” 
Mr. Buetow said. ‘ We took a funnel pump 
and stuffed pairs of old overalls which were 
in one of the lockers in the end. Then we 
poured gasoline over the overalls and light- 
ed it. At made a fine torch and we used up 
three pairs of the old blue trousers in an et- 
fort to attract attention.”

Alimony of $50 a month paid to a first wife 
swamped Charles Addison Joslyn Jr., a prom- 
inent church and welfare worker of May- 
wood, who assumed the burden of another 
wife three montHs ago.

Detectives yesterday arrested him on a 
charge of larceny by embezzlement and, ac- 
cording to E. S. Hartman, secretary of the 
club, he ‘confessed his guilt. Joslyn was 
taken to the Harrison street police station. 

It was found that Josiyn, who was head 
bookkeeper at the Standard clab, calmly 
and quietly depesited a large number of I. O. 
U.s in the cash till of the club, some of which 
pore his own name and some those of club 
members. The club intrusted him with a 
fund of $1,000 for the accommodation of 
members. 


He Needed the Money. 

According to Secretary Hartman of the 
Standard club, Joslyn stated simply that 
he needed the money.” 

„We suspected that something was wrong 
about three weeks ago,” said Mr. Hartman 
last night. After a meeting of the officers 
we decided to see if some of the I, O. U.'s 
found in the cash drawer were genuine. They 
bore the names of several members of the 
club. When we found that they were not 
genuine we notified a surety company, who 
took charge of the matter.“ :

lyn’s accounts and reported the irregularity 
to the National Surety company, which bond- 
ed Joslyn for $3,000. The latter was con-

BIRMINGHAM, England, Sept. 17.—Bir- 
mingham has been greatly excited all day. 
This was the day on which Premier Asquith 
was to reply to Lord Rosebery's attack on 
the budget, and it was billed as a great meet- 
ing. To the existing tension of national poli- 
tics was added the expectation of something 
like a riot, due to threats of violence by the 
suffragettes. This expectation was borne 
out. 

The women had made it clear on 3 
days that it was their intention to use brick- 
bats to call attention to themselves. Conse- 
quently the glase roof of the hall where 
Premier Asquith spoke was covered with 
wooden frames on which tarpaulins were 
stretched. 

Before the arrival tonight of Asquiffi at 
the hall tmmense crowds of suffragettes 
thronged the approaches to the hall. 

The police had a tough time with them. 
Opponents of Asquith willingly took advan- 
tage of the suffragette hostility to keep 
things hot for the policé. The trouble con- 
tinued throughout the premier’s address. 


Throw Bombs at Police. 

Women harangued the mob from windows 
opposite the hall, but their speeches were 
drowned in jeers. Then the women threw 
little bombs at the police. They were made 
of two pieces of fron and contained a small 
charge of fulminate. They weighed about 
an ounce. Fortunately the women were too 
excited for their aim to be accurate. 

The police rushed into the house and cleared 
the women out. Immediately afterward two 
women on an adjoining root began scream- 
ing, Votes for women.“ A fire escape was 
brought and policemen ascended. The wom- 
en with axes broke some roofing slates and 
pelted them with the pieces. One constable 
Was severely wounded. Many pieces of slate 
flew into the crowd, some of whom must have 
been struck. 

The next step of the police was to eae 
fire hose to a hydrant, but the women took 
the drenching that followed, shouting, *‘ Lib- 
erty or death” and similar cries and con- 
tinued to hurl slate. 


Bombard Asquith with Slate. 

Thus things were kept lively until Asquith 
left the hall in an automobile. This imme- 
diately was bombarded with slate by the 
suffragettes from the roof. 

Eventually the women were brought down 
on the fire escape and arrested. There were 
some suffragette interruptions within the hall 
during the premier's speech, but arrange- 
ments to suppress this sort of thing proved 
effective. 

The premier contended that the govern- 
ment’s proposed land taxes, which form the 
crux of the opposition, are to be taxes not 
on land but the added values due to social 
causes. ese values are passing untaxed 
to pockets of fortunate owners of that par- 
ticular class of land. 

Asquith professed that he was unable to 
believe that the house of lerds intended to 
reject the measure, Such a step, he declared, 
would be the most formidable and most fun- 
damental revolution since the days of the 
long parliament.

. While it is difficult to tell from a casual ex- 
amination of the Payne tariff just how much 
the rates have been increased over those of 
the Dingley tariff those who have studied the 
measure declare the increase on the cheaper 
grade of watches is just about the same per- 
centage that the Waltham and Elgin com- 
panies have announced as their increase. 

The importation of high priced watches 


into this country is extremely small as com- 


pared with the number of watches 
that are brought here. This fact is demon- 
strated from the figures of the department of 
commerce, which shows that approximately 
$1,800.000 worth of watches were imported 
into this country in 1908.

Let from five to seven men be placed on 


such a Commission, and let them spend a 
_ year or two on the subject. The result would 


be more speedy justice and better judicial 
conditions generally. 

So far as improving judiciary proceedings 
are concerned, Chicago has made a begin- 
ning. The Municipal court is ready for busi- 
ness qulcker than the attorneys. We have 
been conducting every criminal branch all 
summer, except holidays and Sundays, with 
a result that there has been a decrease in 
crime in Chicago. 


Municipal Court Above Criticism. 


This court at the present moment is 
carrying in operation every one of the presi- 
dent's recommendations. The results show 
that we have all those things Mr. Taft advo- 
cafes. Our court doesn't come under his 
criticism at all. 

“I delleve we ought to have one court gys- 
tem in Illinois under division management 
with the Supreme court managing the sys- 
tem, Then things would be done uniformly 
from’ Cairo to Chicago.“ 

Ag an indication of the way the Municipal 
court is keeping up with justice, Judge John 
W. Houston was found in his chambers in 
the afternoon waiting for a trial. 

From my experience here I don’t see any 
great delay in cases where the defendant is 
ready and anxious for trial,“ he said. * In 
civil cases We are always ready. Just now I 
am suffering from & lack of business because 
the lawyers are not ready to try their cases 


Brentano and Barnes for Change. 

Judge Theodore Brentano of the Superior 
court declared he held a view of conditions 
similar to President Taft's, which was de- 
veloped several years ago. 

“I agree exactly with the president,” he 
said, “‘ Nowadays the judge’s power is limit- 
ed. I said that years ago. The judge has, as 
Mr, Taft pointed out, scarcely more.power 
than a moderator at a town meeting. All the 
power is In the hands ofthe jury. Ifthe jury 
wants to, it can disregard the law absolutely. 

I believe an entire change of the system 
is necessary and that the power of the judge 
ought to be broadened.“ 

Judge Albert C. Barneg of the Superior 
court also advocated more power for the 
judge. 

“Tam decidedly of the same opinion as Mr. 
Taft, he said. “I believe in more power and 
more authority for the judge. I am in favor 
of returning to common lav, powers for di- 
rect and guiding a trial and charging a 
jury.“ 


Too Many Technicalities, Says Sims. 


“It would be a most excellent thing te 
have a commission to revise the rules regard- 
ing court practice and recommend changes in 
the law,” said. Edward W. Sims, United 
States district attorney. ‘' Delays certainly 
come hard on the poor man. I believe it 
would be a good thing if a law could be 
passed making it obligatory for the upper 
courts to pass first upon the merits of the 
case, and not deal so much with technicali- 
ties. 

In criminal cases we all know that de- 
layed punishment makes escape easier for 
criminals, Punishment should 
swiftly upon the commission of the crime, 
and before the people have had a chance 
to forget it.“

While Chicago is in the midst of an era of 
hotel building and reconstruction which is 
revolutionizing the whole system of hostelry 
in the city, announcement is made that the 
Auditorium hotel is to become a part of the 
Ritz system of hotels of London and Paris, 
and is to be remodeled so that it can be op- 
erated like the Europe hostelries. | 

R. Floyd Clinch, president of the Audr 
torium association, and Rudolph Matz, legal 
counsel, were in New York yesterday to mieet 
the representatives of the Rita interests and 
close the lease, the details of which have been 
practically all arranged, it is sald, by Mr. 
Harris of the European syndicate and the 
officials of the Auditorium company. 

Such an arrangement, it is believed, would 
establish the prestige of the Ritz name in 
Chicago and furnish a suitable tenant for the 


about Sept. 30, when the lease of the Con- 
gress Hotel company will expire. A new hotel 
which will cost 31.500, 000 is now in process of 
construction in New York City by the Ritz 
corporation. | 

The Ritz hotels, which grew. out of the 
original establishment bearing that name in 
Paris, are thus beginning the invasion of 
America. ; 


Question of Terms Settled. 

The negotiations between Mr. Clinch and 
the Ritz interests were opened several weeks 
ago, but the proposition was delayed by a 
disagreement over the térms. These dim 
culties are said to have been overcome and 
official confirmation of the announcement is 
expected within a few days.

R. H. Southgate and Mr. Breslin were 
the original lessees, but with the forming of 
the Congress Hotel company, of which Mr

company. The lease to the hotel company 
ran in two terms of ten years each, 


Original Cost $3,200,000. 
With a frontage of 186 feet in Michigan 
avenue, 160 feet in Wabash avenue, and 360 
feet in Congress street, and of monumental 


Ferdinand W. Peck was one of the fore- 
most, about $3,200,000. It is ten stories and 
the hotel contains about 400 rooms. 

The Auditoriam theater was opened a few 
months before the hotel, and at its dedication 
Christmas night, 1888, the ceremonies were 
graced by the presence of President Harrison 
and Adelina Patti. 

The greatest glory of the hotel was in its 
beginning, when its great, handsome din- 
ing room on the top floor, conducted on the 
American plan, was looked upon as one of 
the sights of the city. Later this was dis- 
continued with the growing tendency toward 
the European plan and the growing favor 
shown the Annex just across Congress street. 
For some years the hotel was not profitable, 
but this has been otherwise in recent years.

The alternative offered by the spokesmen 
from the south was to pass a direct primary 
law with a referendum clause attached and 
thus permit a ballot upon the question of 
whether they really want a direct primary. 


General Conference Tuesday. 


The news was sufficiently depressing to 
cause the governor to change his mind 
about fixing a date, during the day, for a 
special] session. He returned to Springfield 
at night, but will be back in Chicago next 
Tuesday for a general conference of his po- 
litical lieutenants from all parts of the state. 
At that conference it is promised a definite 
decision will be made upon numerous topics. 

The subject the politicians wanted to talk 
about yesterday was the forthcoming can- 
didacy of the governor for United States 
senator. The leaders who were the least sur- 
prised at the developments of Thursday night 
and a continuation of the same developnients 
during the day were those who are closely 
allied to the state administration.

Then the country becamea little 
open, and we passed great sheep 
ranches, the ground and trees covered with 

a thick white frost. As we neared Sydney 
2. country became even more open, and we

At 10 o’elock we arrived. at the main sta- 
tion of Sydney, and I took a hansom cab 
to the n hotel, said to be the 
pest in Australia.

Thus to pass from 
the British Solomons to the German Solo- 
mons necessitates a return to Sydney, al- 
though the two groups of islands are in plain 
sight of each other. I have labored in vain 
to plan ninety days of travel and do it in 
one month.

water, but we shall see. 


Botanical Gardens Beautiful. 


Wednesday—I returned to the museum 
today and spent several delightful hours 
with Mr. Ethridge and Mr. Hedley. The 
collections are much muddled, owing to the 
fact that the museum is in a transition state 
while they are building a new wing. The 
arrangement, consequently, is bad, and the 
collections are not as imposing as I had 
anticipated. Possibly I do not do them jus- 
tice, however, owing to the impending trans- 
fer and the fact that a great deal of mate- 
rial is in storage. 

With Mr. Hedley, I left the museum at 1 
for luncheon. He led me through the beau 
tiful botanic garden, down along the water’s 
edge, where I had my first glimpse ot the 
world renowed harbor of Sydney. It is un- 
doubtedly beautiful, and I suspect that as it 
opens out in front of one when approached 
through the narrows from the sea it must be 
extremely beautiful. In size it does not com- 
pare with the bay of San Francisco, aad if

Sydney Like American Town. 


Tonight I have been the guest at a dinner 
of the Royal society, where I have met a 


number of university professors and some 


of the leading men of Sydney in the intellec- 
tual world, and a charming and agreeable 
lot of men they are. At dinner I also met 
Mr, .Woodford, the commissioner for the 
British Solomons, and got some interesting 
information from him coneerning the condi- 
tion of the natives under his charge. He 
impresses me as a high type of man. and I 
should think the blacks of the Solomons 
extremely fortunate to have him for their 
father. This talk has made me want to 
see some of the Solomon islanders, but life 
and time are very short, and distances down 
here are very long. 
Sydney is up hill and down dale, pretty 
full of lte, and much like an American 
town, but it is not startlingly beautiful or 
interesting, though I must confess I have 
seen precious little of it. The streets are 
short, as the country here is diversified and 
rolling. and not so wide as in Melbourne. 
Electric cars are the rule, and not cable cars, 
as in Melbourne. The buildings are six to 
eight stories in height, some of them good. 
Of course, ft is winter here. Bright long 
days and green foliage would add much to 


the attractiveness, but just the same I ex-

is six miles away and I have a difficult time 
in getting my baggage transferred to a local 
train. I nearly lost two bags and a blanket, 
but by much hustling and backshesh, I am 

off at about 9:80 fer Pinkunba—an 
hour’s suburban ride, with many stops. Ar- 
riving, get my five pieces of baggage over the 
railway tracks to the steamship, Pring Bigis- 
mund. 

It had been waiting for me since 10 o clock 
this morning. The Sydney office should not 
have sold me the ticket. Needless to say, my 
welcome was not enthusiastic. Aboard, I 
got a cabin to myself, The Prinz Sigismund 
is a beautiful, clean, sweet little ship of 3.000 
tons. All the decorations, etc., are in the 
newest Berlin art. It is as pretty asa private 
yacht. We have only eight passengers—and 
a woman anda baby! Also eighteen horses, 
some sheep, chickens, three dogs, and a cat, 
and Chinese servants. Within two minutes 
after my boxes were aboard we cast off and 
swung down the channel and out to sea, and 
Il am now once more at sea; thank heaven! 
I shall turn in and sleep the sleep of fatigue. 


July Fourth at Sea. 
Saturday.—July fourth! The day we cele- 
brate! Well, at any rate, I could smilé, for 
it has been a perfect day, with rolling blue 
sea, and blue sky, and close by the wooded, 
irregular, high coast, with great sand fields 
and beaches of sand appearing here and 
there. By 11 o’clock we are within two miles 
of the shore and have passed the most east- 
erly point of Australia. Beyond this the 
shore line curves toward the west, while our 
course continues almost due north, a little 
to the east. There is still a cool wind, but 
it is not cold and inhospitable. The food is 
good and there is plenty of if. I put in the 
day playing deck golf and reading Roth's 
Queensland.“ I am the only American 
aboard; the other passengers are Germans 
and Australians, and a New Britain planter, 
a relative of Parkinson, the man I am going 
te see in Ralum. 

Sunday.—Water, water, and no land—out 
on the blue, blue coralsea. A soothing balmi- 
nese begins to soften the air, and the ther- 
mometer ranges from about 45 t@55 degrees; 
and that is right and proper, too, for at 6 
o’clock this morning we crossed the tropic 
of Capricorn, and I am once more in the 
tropics. 

Monday.—Today it has been even balmier 
and warmer, in fact ideal weather, with the 
bluest of blue seas and the brightest of bright 
skies. Many games of desk yolf—a modified 
horse billiards.”” One of our passengers 
was a.trader in the Admiralty islands for 
two*years: Fhave had a long and interesting 
talk with him. ‘There are no Whites on the 
big island, and its interior ie quite unknown 
and the natives are still fond of long pig. 
Another passenger, Forsyth, is an old trader 
in New ‘Britain, while another has made 
two long trips into the interior of New Guinea 
and is now returning with a steam launch 
and four tons of tucker,“ J. e., provisions, 
for a six months’ trip. He is an old gold 
miner of Australia and is prospecting Ger- 
man New Guinea. He says there are many 
mouhtains there capped with snow. An- 
other passenger is bound to England via 
Hongkong and Vancouver; the other few do 
not count. Late in the day a big bird, 
„ booby,” flew on board and was caught by 
the ship’s doctor. 


F Back in Tropical Waters. 
Tuesday Warmer and even lovelier and 
biuer. At ligwe pass Rossel island, a lofty 
dark foliage mass rising up out of the sea, 
with hills rising 3,000, feet high. It is in- 
habited by cannibals and is connected by two 
reefs to tiny Adele island. We went close to 
the latter, and it was my first sight of a coral 
reef. The great waves of the blue sea broke 
over the long reef, and inside the water was 
smooth and blue-green. This, my first glimpse 
of land belonging to New Guinea, was inter- 
esting. 

The presence of many flying fish told that 
we were back in the warm waters of the 
tropics. These are lonely waters; I have seen 
but one boat since we left Brisbane, But 
the Coral sea is most beautiful, and this 
boat is ideally built for tropic seas, only 
two berths in each cabin, two portholes, and 
electric fans; and the decorations are pretty. 
In the smoking room among the big painted 
panels is one of à fine Finland dolmen. 

Wednesday.—The tropics in truth; rain and 
good old sweaty heat; but I like it much 


‘better than the shivers of Australia. At 


dark we near New Britain and are due to 
arrive at Simpson Hafen at 6 in the morning, 
where: we remain thirty-six hours, If I find 
a local connecting steamer which visits the 
small islands, leaving at once and returning 
in time for the next (thirty days hence) 
steamship for Manila, I shall leave this 
boat and take the next boat, arriving in 
Manila Aug. 17. But 1 shall be sorry to 
leave this precious little ship—it has taught 
me that comfort at sea does not depend on 
the size of theship. Australia already seems 
like a big, bleak, sandy dream; but I realize 
that I have seen only the hem of Its skirt— 
thank you.

SHOWS PEOPLE AWAKE. 


Returned Traveler Says Sense of 
Civie Obligations Is Now | a 
Being Appreciated. 


New York, Sept. 17.—Dr. L. S. Rowe of the 
University of Pennsylvania and chairman of 
the American delegation to the recent pan- 
American congress, arrived today on tho 
steamer Mexico from Vera Cruz. . He made 
an extended tour through Mexico to study 
the political organization of the country and 
the present political situat#on. 

The agitation and political unrest 
throughout Mexico,” said. Dr. Rowe today, 
far from being an indication of approach 
ing revolution, is in reality a sign of real 
political progress. 

For the first time in the history of the 
country one of the highest elective offices — 
that of vice president—is being made the sub- 
ject of public discussion. This awakening 
of the people to a sense of civic obligatiou 
and to an appreciation of their political power 
is the best guarantee that the Mexican peo- 
ple are now being rapidly prepared for the 
maintenance of a stable government on a far 
more democratic bas ig than heretofore. 

Diaz Successor Must Be Found. 

The advancing age of President Diaz has 
aroused the country to the necessity of pre- 
paring for a time when he will be compelled 
to relinquish the reins of government. When 
he assumed the presidency Mexico lacked 
anything corresponding to a middle class. 

Political power was concentrated in a 
small group of leaders, whose personal 
wishes constituted the wil of the nation. 

Mexico, although a republic in form, was 
in reality an advanced type of political oli- 
garchy. Below the privileged few was the 
great mass of the illiterate, constituting 90 
per cent of the total population, and entirely 
unconscious of their political rights or their 
political obligations. 

The industrial and agricultural develop- 
ment of the last twenty-five years has 
worked a marked change in the social organ- 
ization of the country. In the cities and 
towns a real middle class is rapidly being 
formed, prepared to take an active part in 
the political life of the country and anxious. 
to do so. 

Wrong View Taken in U. S. 

It seems unfortunate that this perfectly 
normal and fundamentally healthful situa- 
tion should be interpreted in the United 
States ds an indication that Mexico is again 
approaching a period of prolonged politica) 
disturbance. Such an interpretation is as | 
erroneous as it is unfair to the Mexitans. 

It is possible that with the more vigorous 
political life of the country election disturb- 
ances will happen, but it is well for us not to 
forget that our own country is by no means 
free from such evils, and that but a few

PEN COUNTRY” is the title of 
Maurice Hewlett’s latest novel. 
(Scribner’s.) Open Country 
by which he means the open ways 
of the world—free road, free living, 

free loving, free worshiping, free thinking. 
free and individual salvation. 

And when you come to think of it, it's 
rather a large order as we say in our tri- 
umphantly commercial country. Isn't it? 

Some time ago when Mr. Hewlett wrote his 
„ Halfway House, which was liked quite as 
well as anything he ever had done, he devised 
the exuberant apostle of liberty, John Sen- 
house; and Brother John plays the philo 
sophic part in this novel. He is the one who 
taught the heroine, Sanchia-Josepha Perci 
val, how to escape from conventionality. He 
meant to save her from all shams, hypocrisies 
and belittlements; and he succeeded in driv- 

ing her without benefit of clergy into the 
arms of a self-besotted, arrogant young Eng- 
lishman who had scruples against divorce, 
and whose wayward wife was still in ex- 
istence.

from all parts of the country. Lord North- 
ciiffe’s statement, American newspapers 
are getting worse and worse every year—1r.cat 
of them,” is cited.

After outlining the association's ht 
against policy six years ago and the fn wy 
sions of the law that sentence may be im- 
prisonment in the county jail not more than 
one year or the payment of fines from $200 to 
$1,000, the letter to the judges follows:

At an all day session of the directors of 
the Milk Producers’ Protective association 
held yesterday in the office of Secretary 
James P. Grier, plans for continuing the fight 
against the bottlers were discuesed at length, 
and a committee was named, empowered to 


report at length upon the matter at the 


next meeting, a week from Monday. 

All but four of the directors were present. 
and all stated that their constituents were 
almost unanimous in backing the fight for 
higher prices. Requests for further con- 
sideration have not yet been received from 
the Borden company, which hes taken the 
initiative in all dealings by the large bot- 
tlers, and it is said that the farmers must 
either accept the offered rate, which is 20 
cents a hundredweight lese than their de- 
mand, or plan to dispose of the product in 
otler ways.

Many of the farmers 
have small separators of their own, and 
could work out the cream without leaving 
their dairies. It is asserted, however, that 
such a course would tend to break up the 
organization, and in its stead has been sug- 
gested the construction of codperative plants 
at convenient centers. 

Another plan which met.with favor was 
for considering the offers of other concerns 
than those involved in the fight, and the 
milk committee is to report upon the relia- 
bility of several companies which already 
have submitted offers.

“THE LAW'S DELAYS.” 

“Of all the questions that are before 
the American people, said President 
Taft on Thursday, I regard no one a¢ 
more important than the administration 
of justice.” That is true, but, unhappily, 
the people do not realize it, probably be- 
cause so small a proportion of them get 
tangled up in the processes of civil or 
criminal courts. If their eyes could be 
opened to the injustice which masquerades 
under the name of justice, to the evils of 
methods of administering criminal law 
which help criminals, and of methods in 
common law and equity courts which pro- 
long Htigation and waste the substance of 
litigants, inflicting great suffering upon the 
poorer ones, they would with one voice 
demand reform of congress and state leg- 
islatures. 4 |

a promise of ultimate law reform in the 
federal and state tribunals. 

It is that congress shall appoint a com- 
mission to report a system which shall not 
only “secure quick and cheap justice to 


offer a model to the legislatures and courts 
of the states by the use of which they 
can themselves institute reforms.” The 
national pure food law has served as a 
model for many states. Why should not 
such a national law as the president has in 
mind? 

Such a commission as the president rec- 
ommends would do its work slowly. Con- 
gress, with its many lawyers of many 
minds, would be slow about adopting the 
report of the commission and might mar 
it here and there. But congress never 
will do anything in the premises until a 
commission shall haye made smooth the 
way. After a new federal system was 
in working order there would be a stead- 
ily rising tide of popular sentiment in 
favor of changing the practice in state 
courts to conform to that of the federal 
courts. 

Progress will be slow, because the peo- 
ple are not informed and have left it to 
lawyers to legislate on legal procedure, 
and the lawyers have been prone to think, 
as the president says, that “ litigants were 
made for the purpose of furnishing busi- 
ness to courts ‘and lawyers.” He lays 
stress on the point that judges should have 
more power in criminal cases. They 
should have more, but lawyer legislators 
are unwilling to give it to them. They 
prefer that the judge should have little 
more authority than the moderator of a 
religious assembly,” so that they may be 
able to appeal more successfully to the 
passions and prejudices of a jury and im- 
pose upon its ignorance. It is largely be- 
cause the hands of judges are so fied that 
“the administration of criminal law in 
this country is a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion.“ So speaks a president who is a 
lawyer and has been a judge. 

We need the commission which Presi- 
dent Taft will recommend to congress. 
It would de the leader in the great work 
of American law reform. 


SOCIAL FUNCTIONS AND THE BALLOT. 

The cause of equal suffrage is getting 
itself launched, not to say lunched, with 
proper éclat in New York under the guid- 
arce of its new friend and backer, Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont, and she has shown 
that she is thoroughly alert to the neces- 
sity of attracting the masses of fem- 
ininity to her standatd by methods which 
will appeal most strongly to them. Al- 
though when she returned from her tour 
of observation in England she professed 
to believe that the militant methods of 
the Pankhursts were the only ones which 
would win, she has as yet given no hint 
that she was prepared to hurl brickbats 
through the windows of the capitol at 
Washington or that she advised her sister

tage in this respect may be ascribed 
largely to the shortage in beeves. The 


general advance in prices of all commodi- 


ties and the activities of the beef trust 


have, no doubt, played their part, but if 


there had been a larger supply of cattle, 
beef would not command the price it does 
now in the United States. 

The secretary of agriculture ascribes 
the shortage in beeves⸗to restrictions on 
the range and the high prices of hay and 
corn. The public domain no longer at- 
fords the boundless grazing area that it 
once did. That it costs more to fatten 
cattle for the market everybody knows. 
And yet, in spite of that, it seems as if 
there were money enough in raising cat- 
tle, with beef commanding the prices it 
does, to stimulate a languishing industry. 

If the number of cattle were to keep 
on decreasing there would be a further 
gdvance in price. Americans would have 
to eat less beef—their average cohsump- 
tion is less now than it was ten years ago 
—or they would have to begin drawing 
part of their supply from South America, 
which could furnish enormous quantities 
if there were a demand. At present no 
beef is imported, but some Americans 
have been in Uruguay to find out whether 
it would not pay to ship beef and mutton 
from there to the United States, There 
is a duty of 14% cents a pound, and yet 
there ought to be a profit in the business 
if the price of beef stays where it is, 

It would be well for the cattle raisers 
to head off this threatened competition, 
retain the profitable traffic in eattle and 
their products with Europe, and supply 
their countrymen with cheaper beef. It 
is in their power to do it.

A. Savine points out that, although the 
duchess was the victim and was killed in the 
most savage manner, being hacked to pieces 
by her husband with a sword the children 
of the couple always remained devoted to 
the memory of their father, ignoring that of 
their 2 The children were all old 
enough to form judgment of their parents. 
At the time ot their mother’s murder the 
eldest. daughter, Louise, was 10, Bertha 17, 
Marie 15, Gaston, the eldest son, Ihe suc- 
_ceeded to the dukedom and married Miss 
Elizabeth Forbes of New York—while Count 
Horace de Choiseul, who later on became 
assistant secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, was 10. 

> 


Not one of them ever mentioned the moth- 
er or referred to her in any way. As far as 
their relatives and the public were concerned 
they ignored her. It may be assumed that 
they detested her. Certain it is that all their 
sympathy, their pity, and their loving re- 
membrance were restricted to their father, 
the murderer of their mother. 

A. Savine also emphasizes the fact, to 


attention in these letters, that the duke 
survived the murder of his wife and his 
own alleged death until after the Franco- 
German war, and asserts that in every one 
of the marriage contracts of his daughters a 
clause was inserted providing for the pay- 
ment of a certain annuity toward the sup- 
port of their father. 

Gen. Count Alfred de Gramont, who mar- 
ried the eldest daughter, Louise, and the 
Marquis de Montalembert; who married 
Marie, both of them in referring to the dam“ 
culty of making their income balance with 
their expenses, exclaimed in the presence of 
friends and acquaintances, who have testi- 
fied thereto, and then there is the annuity 
for notre beau pere (our father-in-law), 
Certain it is that it was not until 1872 or 
1873 that the duke of Choiseul-Praslin, who 
Was supposed to have committed suicide in 
1847, was buried in the family mausoleum, 
and it is only from that time forth that his 
name appears on the tomb as reposing 
therein. 

Of the duke’s responsibility: for the murder 
of his wife there can be no doubt. For not 
only was he covered with scratches received 
in his struggle with her but a tuft of his 
hair was found clutche@ in her hand when 
her body was examined. while it was one of 
his swords that formed part of a panoply 
of arms adorning the wall of his dressing 
room with which she was killed. He was 
indicte@ for her murder before the chamber 
of peers, but is officially reported to have 
succumbed to arsenical poisoning in prison 
before the hearing was completed, leaving a 
will, but refraining from any confession. 

a 

Stories at once became current that the 
duke was not really dead and that he had 
been permitted to escape in this fashion the 
penalty of bis crime, through the influence 
of the royal family. For he was extremely 
mtzmate with all the members of the house 
of Orleans, and had been one of the principal 
members of the household of the heir appar- 
ent; the duke of Orleans. The murdered 
duchess does not. however, seem to have 
shared the good will of the royal family, de- 
spite their regard for her father, Count Se- 
bastiani, whe after having been one of the 
principal generals and ambassadors of his 
fellow Corsican, the first Napoleon, was ad- 
vanced by King Louis Philippe to the rank of 
marshal of France, and to minister of fereign 
affairs and of the navy. 

The Vicomte de Reiset in his book, Belles 
ée Vieux Temps; Fannie Sebastiani, Duch- 
esse de Praslin, just published, does not dis- 
pute the Savine story that the duke sur- 
vived his alleged death by a quarter of a 
century. He practically confirms it. But 
he contents himself with defending the 
memory of the duchess, whom he declares to 
have been a martyr, reserving all his de- 
nunciation for the duke. 

It is worthy of note that neither Savine 
nor the Vicomte de Reiset have a word to 
say against Miss Henrietta Deluzy, the gov- 
erhess, who at the time of the crime was 
reported to have been the cause thereof, 
owing to the infatuation with which she had 
inspired the duke. She was soon cleared of 
these charges, one of, the strongest evi- 
dences in her favor being the fact that all 
the duke's children, both the grown up ones 
and the youngsters, were extremely fond of 
her and that she was much more to them 
than their mother. Coming to this country 
she married the Rev. Dr. Henry Field, 
brother of Cyrus Field, and now lies buried 
in Woodlawn cemetery, New York. 

— 

Lord Alverstone is so well known in this 
country, both by his present title and by the 
name of Sir Richard Webster, which he bore 
until his elevation to the bench as lord chief 
justice of England, that his brief pronounce- 
ment bearing upon the subject of the finan- 
cial measures of the Asquith government can- 
not fail to prove of interest to his many 
friends on this side of the Atlantic. The 
utterance is all the more remarkable anc 
weighty, in view of the fact that the judges 
in Great Britain always have made a point 
of holding themselves aloof from politics. 
They are so free from association with either 
party that their decisions on the issue as to 
the validity of an election to parliament 
that has been questioned are never criticised, 
although they sit singly and without a jury. 

Lord Alverstone, in a recent public address, 
remarked that time was when the judges 
sat between the crown and the people. That 
was a duty that was not likely to be per- 
formed again in any part of the empire, be- 
cause his majesty was the first to recognize 
the relations of the crown to the people. The 
judges, however, might be called upon in the 
future to protect the interests of the subject 
against the executive, thet is to say, the gov- 
ernment.” 

This looks as if the lord chief justice of the 
realm and the highest permanent judicial 
dignitary of the kingdom—for the lord chan- 
cellor is a cabinet officer, who goes out of 
office with the administration—entertains 
doubts as to the legality of the measures 
proposed by the chancellor of the exchequer, 

Few will recognize in the name of Aristide 
Marchi, whose death has just taken place 
at Ajaccio at the age of 90, the one time 
governor of the fort of St. Marguerite during 

the captivity there of ex Bazaine. 
Bazaine escaped on the night of Aug. 10. 
1874, and to this day the matter always has 
remained shrouded in mystery, which old 

| Marchi might have been in a position to un- 
ravel. It is impossible to believe the ver- 
sion of the ex-marshal and of the authori- 
ties that, at his age and with his bulk he had 
let himself Gown by a rope more than a hun- 
dred feet on the face of a perpendicular clifr 
while a strong wind was blowing. The ex- 
marshal was at the time extremely fat, elder- 
ly, nearer 70 than 60 and in feeble health. 

A widespread impression prevails to the et- 
fect that his escape had been connived at by 
the government, which not only realized that 
he had been in a measure made to serve as a 
‘scapegoat for others, but likewise preferred 
to have him as a fugitive from justice and as 
‘a discredited outlaw rather than as a pris- 
‘oner of state, Who might e as such 
develop into 4 popular martyr.

Postal Banks and Parcels Post. 

Chicago, Sept. 17.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Is it not presumptuous on the part of 
Mr. Reynolds to denounce ae fallacies ** par- 
cels posts and postal savings banks 
when the people of England, Germany, and of 
almost all civilised countries except the 
United States have adopted them and found 
them by experience of great public utility 
and advantage? Mr. Reynolds must be 
aware that the feeling of the common peo- 
ple for banks generally is not particularly 
cordial, and he should realize that, by op- 
posing what they believe to be for their bene- 
fit—and has been proven elsewhere bene- 
ficial to the community—he is not likely to 
win them to the support of a central bank— 
which, the writer agrees with him, we ought 
to have, or something of the character. The 


common people are likely to think the scheme 


one for the benefit of bankers and not of the 
public if the bankers insist upon opposing 
whatever may take from the profits of banks, 
express companies, and railroads. 

The cry of “‘ paternalism "’ is not going to 
blind many to selfish interests when that 
paternalism is not destructive of individual- 
ity, but ig to the interest of the public in 
general, particularly when it has been found 
wise by nations certainly not Idiotie. Mr. 
Reynolds and those who think with him will 
do well to think again if they do not wish to 
arouse public suspicion against their laud- 
able efforts to improve our financial system— 
or lack of system. It was quite unnecessary 
to have dragged these subjects into his other- 
wise able speeeh, and bankers generally will 
do well not to follow his advice as regards 
them, but let each question stand on its own 
feet and merits.

The ambition of the club women to show 
they regard domestic accomplishments 
was set forth yesterday when Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, superintendent of schools, presented 
a communication from @ committee of the 
Chicago Woman's club to the school manage- 
ment committee. 
It was from Louise W. Montgomery on be- 
half of the permanent school extension com- 


‘ mittee of the club, requesting the use of the 


cooking room in the Hamline school, Bishop 
and Forty-eighth streets, on one afternoon a 


week after school hours for classes of chil- 


dren who do not take domestic science and 
cooking courses in the day school. 

Mrs. Young and Susie L. Cowan, principal 
of the Hamline school, thought so well of the 
proposition they recommended that the re- 
quest be granted. 


Change Extension Courses. 


As the result of a plan worked out by Mrs. 
Young, a radical change in teachers’ normal 
extension courses will be made at the close 
of the presentyear. According to the present 
promotional scheme, teachers are promoted 
to higher salaried groups at the end of seven 
years of teaching, provided they have done 
extension work amounting to 185 hours of 
recitations during that period. 

Heretofore normal extension classes have 
deen held in various parts of the city after 
school hours. Mrs. Young declared this sys- 
tem is detrimental to good work and the 
health of teachers.

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DENEEN TALKS TO NEGROES; 
TELLS THEM TO TURN FARMERS 
Governor Warns Against Learned Pro- 


fessions, but Advises Engineering or 
Manufacturing. : 


——— — 


Gov. Deneen addressed an audience of ne- 
groes at the Bethel A. M. E. church, Thir- 
tieth and Dearborn streets, yesterday after- 
noon, on the industrial future of the negro 


in America. 


The governor advised young negroes to 
take example by what white young men are 
doing and to go in for civil engineering and 
manufacturing enterprises rather than for 
the learned professions. 

He pointed out that the desire to shine ih 
a profession instead of working at a business 
career was the bane of a member of a race 
that must climb against as many obstaeles as 


must the negro. The governor advised young 


negroes looking for an opening to turn their 
attention to the farming enterprises of Can“ 
ada and the northwest. 

He recommende 


permanent exposition of negro products. 


The governor was introduced by Attorney 


B. F. Mosely, a negro lawyer. 

The principal speech by a member of the 
negro society was delivered by the Rev, 
Archibald J. Cary; pastor of the Bethel 
church. He reviewed the services of the 
African race in the American armies and 
alluded to its latest achievement in the shape 
of its presence, in the person of Matt Henson, 
at the pole with Peary. 

There are 60,000 negroes in Chicago, ac- 
cording to the Rey. Mr. Cary, and he says 
they consume $120,000,000 in value of prod- 
ucts each year. |

FIFTY STILL AT ALGONQUIN. 


Over 1,500 Women and Children Have 
Been Given Much Ald. 


— 


How long has it been since you had a birth- 


day party? A real birthday party, with a big 


white frosted birthday cake and lighted can- 
dies according to the number of your years? 
It’s been a long time, more years than you 
care to recollect, hasn't it? 

There was a birthday party, a real chil- 
dren’s party, at Tae TriIsune’s hospital at 
Algonquin yesterday. It was the first birth- 
day party for a little boy, Raymond, although 
it was his ninth birthday. Raymond came 
out to the hospital with his mother, a tene- 
ment scrub woman, two weeks ago. He came 
direct from the county hospital, where for 
‘weeks he had been near death’s door from 
blood poisoning caused by a scratch on the 
knee. He hobbled round with a stifr knee 
and was the companion of the nurses more 
than of the other children. Several days ago 
he confided in one of the nurses when his 
birthday would be and wondered wistfully 
if there would be a horn or some little present 
for him. 

Then there were quiet preparations about 
the hospital. A big cake and numerous 
smaller cakes were baked. Some toys were 
hunted out and a nurse with a handy knack 
at sewing and some material constructéta 
boy’s suit of clothes, pockets and all. Then 
everything was set away for the big day. 


Boy Is Hushed with Surprise. 

Last night the party was held. When the 
children came in for supper the big cake, 
sparkling with candles and frosting, decorat- 
ed the center of the long table. Then the 
superintendent hushed wondering whispers, 
called Raymond into the room, and told him 
it was his birthday party. The boy stood 
silent and awed for a moment, and it took a 
Squeeze of the hand to bring him back to 
earth, Then there was the greatest time.

Bell in his address as retiring president of the 
Amefican Association of General Passenger 
and Ticket Agents. 

Mr. Bell urged that a strong committee 
recommend a new system of interline ticket- 
ing that will immensely reduce the number 
of forms now considered necessary. 

He also urged the appointment of a joint 
committee to report upon a plan for securing | 
and retaining the most efficient and experi- 
enced ticket sellers. 

This is a problem confronting the ratirgads | 
because many of the most efficient class of | 
ticket sellers have found better pay and bet- | 
ter prospects in commercial life since the 
railways have ceased to pay commissions. 


Passenger Regeipts Heavy. 
Officials of the eastern railroads report ea | 
better passenger business during the last | 
summer than at any time during the last 
three years. This is due, it is said, to the 
increase in travel to the eastern resorts and 
New York, induced by the low summer tour- 
ist rates. 

The passenger business still is sa heavy 
that passenger officials are calling for more 
and heavier trains, while the superintendents 
and the operating departments generally 
are groaning over the difficulty of maintain- 
ing schedules with heavier trains. 

It also has been announced by the manage- 
ments of the Pennsylvania and Philadelphia 
and Readigg roads that there are now prac- 
tically no idle freight cars on the lines of 
either company.
